Syria and Egynpt launched air ané artillery attacks again 
Israeli forces in Sinai and Golan Heights at 1200 GMT (0800 EDT 
October 6, 1973, The scope of the fighting is unknown how, 

but we have one report of fighting in the Arqub region of 
Lebanon. There are no indications at this time of cross~canal 
ground overations by either Egypt or Israel. Syrian aircraft 
have bombed the northern Israeli town of Kiryat Shmona. 


Prime Minister Meixy provided first indications of impending
